Mr May on the Bench. 
‘The Dock was literally packed this morn- 
tattered-looking

j His Worship remarked that bill-stickers 


were in the habit of regarding every build- 
ing, door, tree, or lawp-post as so much 
space to be covered up by bill-posters : he 
trusted that prisoner would dispossess -him- 
self of that idea. His'master had.sued for 
leniency of the Court on the ground, that 
prisoner did not know any better: he 
would fine him half-a-dollur, anid. recom- 


mend him not to do it again. 


Lum-akoo was charged with having, in a 


| house No. 45 Ship Street, unlawfully pre- 


pared opiuin aud unlawfully sold the same, 

An immense and heterogenzous mass of im- 

plementa connected with the opiate were 

produced, and some of the drug itself, in 

various peculiar little boxes, was also ex- 

hibited by the «constable in charge of the 
case. _ Evidence was produced to show that 
drug had beau sold and: paid for; andthe 

only. defence advanced. by prisoner. was,
